THE JUDSON BILL’S MERITS. 

The great merit of the bill for School 
Board reorganization drawn by the Jud- 
son Committee on School Board Reform 
is that it fixes responsibility. This is ex- 
jtremely important and sure to be ro- 
ductive of good results. It is the dim. 
culty of fixing the blame for errors or 
wrong-doing upon any one man that con- 
stitutes the most fatal defect of the 
present School Board organization. 
Reducing the Board from twenty-one 
to twelve members and the members 
holding executive offices to three is a 
great and necessary step in fixing the 
responsibility. 

Responsibility is also limited «nd 
placed where it belongs by the separa- 
tion of the business from the educational 
department of the Board. Only in a vil- 
lage or a small town, such as St. Louis 
was when the present Board was creat- 
ed, would it be wise to allow the same 
men to manage both these important 
branches of school work. 

Under the new order of things, the re- 
sponsibility for contracts, construction 
and repair work is vested in one n— 
the Cénimissioner of School Bulldings. 
The responsibility for obtaining cfficient 
teachers and keeping the school work up 
to the proper standard is vested in cne 
man—the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. The responsibility for moneys 
received and paid out is vested in one 
man—the Secretary and Treasurer. These 
in turn are answerable to the Board, 
which can dismiss them for neglect or. 
‘malfeasance in office. 

The provision of the bill making the 
new Board subject to its own rules as 
well as to the law generally is highly im- 
portant. The present Board is in the po- 
sition of some of the old Scripture ty- 
rants, who “feared not God, neither re- 
garded man.“ 

On the whole, it may safely be said 
that the proposed bill would give St. 
Louis an educational department far su- 
perior to that she has so lorg complained 
of. The Board created under this law 
might reasonably be expecte I to conduct 
the educational affairs of the city in a 
manner satisfactory to its great pe pula- 
tion and the demands of modern peda- 
gogics. n

A glance over the news of a single day, 
in these days of rampant crime, chronic 
want, mob violence, failures and general 
unsettlement win give “the. htful 
reader a somewhat alarming picture of 
present conditions. Look at the news of 
this kind for Tuesday, for instance. 

Kentucky, having voted a scalawag 
Republicanism into power, is overrun with 
ruffians and subject to mob rule. Five 
more banks and several commercial es- 
tablishments fail. For the frst time in 
a hundred years a big cortan mill shuts 
down.

This showing is about the average, and 
is about what we may expect while the 
national government is being run for the 
few against the interests of the many, 
and while fraud and intimidation by 
trusts and giant aggregations of wealtia 
are allowed to go unchecked. “‘The great- 
er includes the less.” 

Now, as an example of what the phil- 
osophers are doing to change such condi- 
tions, look at the pronouncement of the 
American Economic Association, at its 
session in Baltimore, reported alonfside 
of these acts of violence, fraud and de- 
spair.
